Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

In  submitting  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1965,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  although  the  Council  completed  36 
houses,  almost  as  many  as  were  completed  during  the  years 
1961 — 1964  (39)  this  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number 
on  the  waiting  list  from  228  in  1964  to  231  in  1965.  Do  these 
figures  mean  that  the  Council  has  completed  just  enough 
houses  to  give  people  hope  if  they  place  their  names  on  the 
waiting  list  they  might  sometime  be  housed?  But  in  a  town 
Where  the  last  Census  in  1961  showed  one  out  of  7  dwellings 
to  be  so  primitive  as  to  lack  even  a  hot  water  tap,  one  does 
hope  that  the  members  of  the  Council  will  feel  a  sense  of 
urgency  over  their  housing  problem.  Are  they  satisfied  with 
their  progress  in  any  major  field — housing,  sewerage,  refuse 
disposal  ?

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
are  held  at  Grape  Lane,  Whitby,  each  week,  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  afternoons,  respectively. 

Sleights  I.W.C.,  at  Sleights  Institute,  is  held  on  the 
third  Monday  of  each  month.  Though  situated  in  the  Rural 
District  area,  mothers  from  the  Briggswath  area  find  it  a 
convenient  centre  to  attend. 

When  required,  patients  attending  these  Clinics  may 
be  referred  to  the  following  special  clinics,  also  held  at 
Grape  Lane,  Whitby  : — 

Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic. 

Dental  Clinic.

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  is  available  to  any  patient 
who  desires  it. 

Health  Visiting. 

There  are  two  Health  Visitors  for  this  district,  and 
their  first  duty  is  the  visiting  of  homes  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children.  It  is  their 
duty  to  visit  every  home  where  there  is  a  child  below  school 
age,  so  that  the  mother  may  be  encouraged  to  discuss  even 
the  most  trivial  worry  with  the  Health  Visitor,  who  may 
then  re-assure  her  or  get  her  to  seek  expert  advice. 

In  addition,  they  visit  and  advise  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers,  persons  suffering  from  illness,  including  tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  aged  persons. 

Home  Nursing. 

When  called  for  by  the  family  doctor,  the  District 
Nurse  will  attend  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own 
homes.  In  case  of  difficulty,  messages  for  district  nurses 
can  be  left  at  the  District  Health  Office,  Grape  Lane,  Whitby 
(Tel.  Whitby  520). 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  number  of 
vaccinations  and  immunisations  reported  to  have  been 
carried  out  in  the  combined  area,  Whitby  Urban  and  Rural 
districts,  were  as  follows: —

Vaccinations  and  immunisations  against  Poliomyelitis, 
Diphtheria,  Smallpox  and  Whooping  Cough  were  done  by 
family  doctors,  or  at  the  infant  welfare  centres.  In  addition, 
it  has  been  routine  practice  during  the  year  for  Dr.  Binns 
and  I  to  offer  boosters  to  schoolchildren,  as  follows  : — 
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Poliomyelitis. — On  school  entry. 

Diphtheria. — During  second  year  at  school. 

Smallpox. — During  third  year  at  school. 

Routine  tuberculin  testing  of  13  year  olds  is  under¬ 
taken  by  the  School  Health  Service  in  the  Whitby  area. 
Positive  reactors  were  referred  to  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit.  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  negative  reactors  is  normally 
undertaken,  but  could  not  be  fitted  into  the  1965  programme. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Two  large  ambulances  and  two  light  ambulances 
are  housed  in  a  garage  off  Stakesby  Road,  Whitby. 

Escort  duties  in  the  ambulance  service  have  been 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

Helps  are  provided  when  necessary,  and  77  cases  in 
the  Urban  District  received  assistance  during  1965. 

Payment  for  the  service  of  a  domestic  help  depends  on 
income  and  necessary  expenses,  and  varied  from  a  possible 
full  rate  of  4s.  4d.  an  hour  to  a  free  service. 

Mental  Health  Services. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  are  administered  direct 
by  the  County  Council.  The  Duly  Authorised  Officers  for 
the  area  operate  from  Northway,  Scarborough.  Tel. 
Scarborough  63366. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

An  active  Voluntary  Care  Committee  serves  the  needs 
of  the  area,  its  chief  functions  being  to  provide  extra 
nourishment,  clothing,  bedding,  medical  comforts,  nursing 
equipment,  etc.,  and  to  do  everything  possible  for  the  welfare 
of  sick  persons. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Care  Committee,  Mr.  K.  Birdsall, 
has  kindly  prepared  the  following  extract  from  his  Annual 
Report  : —

Chiropody  Service. 

Three  chiropodists  have  again  participated  in  the

Meals  Service. 

The  “Meals  on  Wheels”  service  distributed  3,399  meals 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  2,899  the  previous  year. 
This  is  a  service  most  capably  organised  and  staffed  by  the 
Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Services,  and  financed  mainly  by 
the  Care  Committee.  As  the  growth  of  this  service,  together 
with  price  increases,  had  raised  the  annual  cost  beyond  their 
scope  the  Care  Committee  for  the  first  time  applied  to 
the  Whitby  U.D.C.  who  kindly  granted  £80. 

In  conjunction  with  such  County  services  as  home 
nursing,  home  helps,  health  visiting  etc.,  and  a  variety  of 
voluntary  services  which  have  been  brought  together  during 
the  year,  the  Meals  service  enables  many  elderly  people  to 
remain  at  home  who  would  otherwise  need  admission  to  a 
hospital  or  old  persons’  home.

As  the  above  national  organisation  has  no  local 
representative,  I  have  acted  on  their  behalf  in  dealing  with 
local  cases.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  an  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  in  my  Department  during  1965. 

As  was  forecast  in  last  year’s  Report  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  obtaining  replacements  for  the  two  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  it  was  not  until  July  that  the  positions 
were  filled.  Consequently  it  was  only  with  great  difficulty 
that  the  Department  was  kept  going. 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  towards  the 
completion  of  the  Abattoir  and  meat  inspection  in  the  old 
section  is  being  carried  out  under  very  poor  conditions. 

Rather  better  progress  in  Housing  has  been  made  but 
if  a  comprehensive  Slum  Clearance  Programme  is  to  be 
achieved  much  better  progress  is  needed. 

The  sewering  of  Ruswarp  and  Briggswath  Areas  is  yet 
at  the  paper  stage  but  one  hopes  to  see  progress  in  the 
coming  year. 

A  major  breakdown  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant 
during  July  emphasised  the  need  for  improvement  in  the 
method  of  Disposal  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no 
hesitation  was  shown  in  tackling  the  job  at  once. 

Again  may  I  express  my  thanks  to  members  of  the 
Council,  as  well  as  my  indoor  and  outdoor  staff,  for  their 
helpfulness  at  all  times  which  has  made  life  more  tolerable 
during  a  most  difficult  year.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  within  the  Area 
is  undertaken  by  Scarborough  Corporation  from  water 
gathering  grounds  situated  in  the  surrounding  Rural  District, 
the  only  waterworks  within  the  Urban  District  being  two 
service  reservoirs  and  the  distribution  mains. 
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Regular  sampling  shows  the  quality  of  the  water  as 
good  and  no  restrictions  on  supplies  were  made  in  1965.

The  whole  of  the  town  is  supplied  with  piped  water 
inside  the  premises,  the  number  of  premises  being  4,130  with 
a  population  of  12,320. 

In  1963  and  1964  comment  was  made  on  the  proposals 
to  extract  water  from  the  River  Esk.  This  matter  is  still  in 
the  development  stage. 

SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

It  was  hoped  that  further  works  of  Sewerage  would 
have  been  in  progress  now,  but  staff  deficiencies  in  the 
Engineers  Department  has  no  doubt  contributed  to  these 
very  essential  works  being  held  over. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

As  reported  previously  Ruswarp  Sewerage  Scheme 
will  take  care  of  all  pollution  in  that  Area  and  pollution  of 
tidal  waters  in  the  Upper  and  Lower  Harbour  will  be  dealt 
with  when  adequate  sewers  are  provided  in  the  Lower  parts 
of  the  Town. 

Sewage  disposal  is  by  Sea  Outfall  and  is  faultless. 

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

A  start  was  made  on  this  work  around  September 
when  there  was  sufficient  staff.  By  the  year  end  51  premises 
had  a  general  inspection  out  of  156  registered. 

Defects  found  were  mainly  of  a  minor  character  and 
were  dealt  with  on  the  spot. 

Five  accidents  were  reported  and  investigated.  Copies 
of  reports  of  all  accidents  are  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of 
Labour. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

Four  Sites  are  available  which  cater  for  132  caravans 
on  hard  standings.  There  are  sites  available  for  ten  touring 
caravans. 

All  the  Sites  are  now  up  to  constructional  standards 
and  all  are  fully  occupied. 

Each  year  the  lack  of  properly  arranged  sites  for  both 
caravans  and  tents  shows  in  that  the  countryside  during  the 
summer  becomes  speckled  with  brightly  coloured  tents  and 
caravans  with  no  available  hygiene  facilities.  There  must  be 
some  danger  to  public  health. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  no  Offensive  Trades  within  the  Area. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the 

Area. 


SWIMMING  POOLS. 

No  alterations  to  the  facilities  as  reported  in  1960. 

Due  to  the  poor  weather  not  much  use  could  be  made 
of  the  Pool. 

Test  with  the  Lovibond  Comparator  showed  adequate 
chlorination  at  all  times. 

The  Indoor  Swimming  Pool  Association  is  steadily 
accumulating  funds  but  considerable  impetus  in  fund  raising 
will  be  needed  if  an  Indoor  Pool  is  to  be  constructed  within 
the  foreseeable  future. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  town  is  adequately  provided  with  Public 
Conveniences  and  with  little  exception  all  are  in  good  order, 
well  kept  and  well  sited. 

Again  attention  is  drawn  to  acts  of  vandalism  which 
are  beyond  comprehension  of  normal  minds  and  can  only  be 
the  result  of  persons  with  minds  which  need  an  outlet  of 
some  kind  to  cover  what  must  be  an  overwhelming 
inferiority  complex. 

FACTORIES. 

During  1965  two  new  factories  have  been  erected  at 
Stainsacre,  one  being  in  operation  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  supervision  of  all  factories  in  the  town  is  usually 
excuted  along  with  other  work. 

SMOKE  CONTROL. 

Industrial  smoke  presents  a  very  small  problem,  but  in 
the  lower  parts  of  the  Town  domestic  smoke  on  the 
infrequent  still  days  shows  up  to  a  disadvantage. 
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VERMIN  INFESTATION. 


Again  this  year  shows  a  decrease  in  this  work;  easily 
available  and  easily  applicable  dispensers  of  insecticides 
have  effectively  turned  this  task  to  “  do  it  yourself.” 

Wasps  were  not  very  troublesome  during  1965. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Again  no  major  infestation  of  either  rats  or  mice  was 
reported  or  discovered  during  the  year.  The  annual  treat¬ 
ment  of  each  side  of  the  Harbour  effectively  controls  the  rat 
population. 

Mice  seem  to  be  on  the  decline  of  recent  years  and 
maybe  this  is  due  to  the  increasing  use  of  refrigerators  for 
storing  food. 

76  complaints  involving  237  visits  have  been  dealt  with 
in  1965. 


HOUSING. 

36  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  and  10  by 
Private  Enterprise  during  1965. 

The  waiting  list  for  Council  Houses  stood  at  231  by  the 
end  of  1965. 

The  rate  of  housebuilding  is  painfully  slow  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  next  year  will  see  houses  completed  on  the 
Low  Stakesby  Estate.  There  are  still  many  obsolete  houses 
requiring  clearance  but  this  work  must  proceed  at  the  same 
rate  as  house  building. 

Improvement  Grant  work  again  made  steady  progress: 
20  Discretionary  and  1  Standard  grants  were  approved. 

£5,749  was  paid  in  Discretionary  Grants  and  £65  in  a 
Standard  Grant. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  comments  made  last  year  regarding  staff 
shortages,  increasing  bulk  of  household  refuse  plus  an  ageing 
and  overworked  disposal  plant  still  hold  good,  making  this 
work  very  difficult. 

A  three  week  breakdown  if  the  disposal  plant  during 
July  showed  how  serious  the  matter  of  refuse  disposal  is  and 
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it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Council  fully  realise  the 
position  and  enquiries  into  new  and  better  methods  of 
disposal  are  well  in  hand. 

A  total  of  3931  loads  of  refuse  was  dealt  with  by  the 
plant,  2486  loads  brought  in  by  our  own  vehicles,  266  by 
private  persons,  14  loads  by  the  Rural  District  and  304  by 
local  tradespeople.  In  addition  861  loads  of  paper  were 
collected  and  delivered  direct  to  the  presses.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Only  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  and  inspected  this  year  is  reported,  34,097  against 
33,878  last  year. 

All  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected,  but  due  to 
staff  difficulties  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  it  was  not 
possible  to  inspect  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  This  position  was 
remedied  by  July  when  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  an  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  were  appointed 
to  replace  the  two  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Unfortunately  overtime  is  still  resorted  to  in  order  to 
provide  adequate  inspection  services  and  during  1965  no  less 
than  427|  hours  which  included  51  Saturdays,  49  Sundays 
and  4  Bank  Holidays  were  worked. 

Income  from  inspection  charges  amounted  to 
£1,530.2.3. 

1  ton  17  cwts.  52  lbs.  of  meat  was  rejected  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  2,556  lbs.  of  which  was  tubercular. 

Being  in  an  Agricultural  Area  many  “  Casualties  ”  are 
dealt  with  which  may  distort  the  amount  of  reject  meat.
